O.P.R. President Says Crop Con- 
dition in West Never 
Better 


“LIVING COST TO BLAME 


Canadian Pacific Plans to Build 
From Empress to Whitford 
District 


(Special to The Bulletin.) 

WINNIPEG, Man., June 8.—E. W. 
Beatty, K.C., president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, who arrived in 
Winnipeg yesterday from the west, 
where he has been on an inspection 
trip, said he was optimistic in regard 
to the future crop n Western Canada 
He says crop prospects in the west 
were never better. “A bumper crop 
will restore the people's confidence. 
‘That is the best cure for the present 
industrial unrest.” 

He said in an interview: “This in- 
dustrial unrest is nothing more than 


mental trouble, due to the war, If we 
gel a good crop, and prospects were 
never better, then things will right 
themselves. Conditions in the wes* 


are such that there is nothing to pre- 
vent every man from being an opti- 


mist.” 
Living Cost Too High. 

All agree that there is something 
wrong with the cost of living, he said, 
in reply to a query. ‘“‘The government 
should at once undertake a thorough 
investigation to discover how this was 
brought about, and the investigation 
should be scientific. If it finds there 
are too many handling the products 
of the soil it should increase produc- 
tion and thus create a greater market 
for soil products.”” 

Commenting on the strike situation 
in Winnipeg, Mr. Beatty said: 

“No movement that has for its pur- 
pose the strangling of constituted so- 
clety, can hope to succeed in any law- 
abiding country such as Canada. The 
general public will not stand for it,” 
he said, referring to a sympathetic 
strike. “And this being so, it will not 
wet the strikers very far.” 

Mr. Beatty added that there was a 
good deal’ of uncertainty as to what 
would ultimately be done as far as the 
strike was concerned in Vancouver. 

With regard to his company’s devel- 
opment in Alberta, the president stat- 
ed that plans were at present before 
the railway board for the construction 
of the Empress-Acme branch, and 
lso a line from Empress to Meldrum. 
It was expected that these would be 
approved at an early date, when this 
vork would be proceeded with with- 
out delay. The company, he said, had 
Iso under consideration a line .run- 
ing north from Empress through 
Coronation and Whitford Lake.
